Power Sources 

This set should be operated only from the type 
of power source indicated on the serial /model 
plate. If you are not sure of the type of electrical 
power supplied to your home, consult your 
dealer or local power company. For those sets 
designed to operate from battery power, refer 
to the operating instructions. 

Grounding or Polarization 

This set is equipped with a polarized AC power cord plug (a plug 
having one blade wider than the other), or with a three-wire 
grounding type plug (a plug having a third pin for 
grounding). Follow the instructions below: 

For the set with a polarized AC power cord plug 

This plug will fit into the power outlet only one 
way.

Connecting Two VCRs for Tape Editing 

If you connect two VCRs, you can use the TV's MONITOR OUT 
feature to perform tape-to-tape editing. In the connection shown 
below, the TV functions as a monitor and sends the program being 
played by the playback VCR to the recording VCR. 

1 Connect the VCR intended for playback using the connection 
instructions on page 10 of this manual. 

2 Using A/V connectors, connect AUDIO and VIDEO IN on the 
VCR intended for recording to MONITOR AUDIO and VIDEO 
OUT on your TV. 

i& You cannot record signals from equipment connected to the Y, Pb, Pr input. 




To perform tape editing, set the TV to the video input intended for playback by pressing 
the TV/VIDEO button on the remote control.

Using three separate component video cables, connect the Digital 
TV Set-top box's Y, Pb, and Pr jacks to the TV. 

i^D TheY, Pb, and Pr jacks do not provide audio, so audio cables must be connected to 
provide sound. 

Component input (Y, Pb, and Pr) is recommended for optimum picture quality. You 
may also use component video or S Video connections.
